His early mor- 
ning cup of coffee and roll served in 
bed; the breakfast at noon ina model 
cafe where, after a painful ordeal 
of ordering one’s meal in Americanized 
French is successfully gone through 
with, the visitor is carried away amid 
the charm of his environments until 
his equanimity is suddenly upset by 
a wild Westerner from Arizona, who 
orders bis br akfast in barbaric fashion 
and yet must acknowledged as a 
fellow countryman. The Church

ATTEMPT TO 


MAKE CAPITAL 


By Bringing Two Suits in the United 
States Court on the Eve of 
the Convention—The Facts 
of the Case. 


Monday afternoon two bills in equity 
were filed in the United States Court 
in the name of John P. Sanborn, of 
Port Huron, Mich., which will proba- 
bly be heard from during the cam- 
paign, in an effort to make capital 
against Col. Markham. 

The title in the first case is John P.

Valley Land and Water Company. 
Mr. Sanborn alleges that there were no 
other persons present, and charges 
that it was a conspiracy to defraud the 
Pacitic Water Company of its property 
and cheat the plaintiff, who is the owner 
of 154 shares of the stock, and 
others, in order that the San Gabriel 
Company and the directors might 
make a large profit by the enhance- 
ment in the value of their stock.

It was 
found that one lung was entirely des- 
troyed, and the other partially so, and 
the doctor gave it as hie opinion that 
death had resulted from heart failure, 
caused from consumption. 

King was a man about 60 years of 
age, and a native of Indiana. He 
leaves a wife and several grown child- 
ren in this city, but has not been living 
with his family for some months, 
os on account of his drinking 

abits, and besides having consum- 
ption, was partially paralyzed. 


BANK TAXATION. 


The Question to be Again Consid- 
ered Today. 

The question of the taxation of the 
National Banks will come up before 
the Council this afternoon, together 
with the cases of the State Banks that 
went over from Tuesday. Mr. Munday, 
the attorney of the National Banks, is 
confident that he will have no trouble 
in showing that these banks cannot be 
taxed under the State aud municipal 
laws. Section 5214 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States provides 
that, in lieu of all other taxation, 
National Banks shall pay certain taxes 
to the General Government, and al- 
though by section 5219 of the Revised 
Statutes, provision is made for taxing 
bank stock, under Section 3608 of the 
Political Code of the State, this pro- 
vision is nullified, so far as California 
is concerned, so that by a legal techni- 
cality itis more than probable that 
these institutions will escape taxation 
altogether. 


EX-MARSHAL RISLEY DEAD. 


His Sudden Death at San Francisco 
Tuesday Night.

REVIEW OF THE LATE PRINTERS’ 
STRIKE—THE POSITION OF “THE 
!TimEs.” 


The complete failure of the recent 
com positors’ strike in the office of THE 
Times makes appropriate examina- 
tion of the alleged reasons for the un- 
wise and losing action of the printers, 
and alsoa review of the situation at 
this time. The action of the printers 
was precipitate, unwarranted and in- 
defensible; hence the substantial fail- 
ure of the strike. The, causes which 
brought on that disastrous movement 
may be briefly summarized as follows: 

First: The proprietors of all the 
daily papers of Los Angeles,after delib- 


unanimously agreed that the rates for 
composition established during boom 
times, and continued since, were ex- 
cessive and not justified by the condi- 
tions of business during the past two 
years. They accordingly united in an 
application to the typographical union 
to at least fairly consider the question 
of a moderate reduction. No written 
demand for a specific. amount was 
made, but the general “sentiment was 
that a reduction of about ten per cent, 
or five cents per thousand ems, would 
be necessary and right, in view of the 
condition of business and the reduc- 
tions made from time to time in other 
departments of all the newspaper 
offices. 

The application was not in the form 
of an ultimatum; there was no “stand- 
and-deliver’’ feature in it, but it was 
presented frankly, fairly and in a bus- 
iness-like way, accompanied by clear 
and strong statements, both written 
and verbal, the reasons for the mod- 
ifications des 

Second: Tiie request of the pro- 
prietors was summarily and arbitrarily 
denied by the typographical union. 
They not only refused the concessions 
desired, but at the same time made a 
peremptory demand upon the proprie- 
tors for the signing of a contract 
maintaining existing rates for one 
year. The signing of the contract was 
demanded within twenty-four hours, 
from noon of August 4th, under the 
implied threat that failure or refusal 
to-sign would be followed by a strike. 
The proprietors refused to sign, feel- 
ing unanimously that the demand of 
the printers was unwarranted and un- 
just, and that to comply would be de- 
grading. The strike followed, as 
threatened, the men marching out of 
all the offices on the afternoon of the 
5th inst., and leaving the proprietors, 
as they supposed, helpless and unable 
to issue the morning papers for the 
following day. The strikers, however, 
counted without their host. The pro- 
prietors, by a supreme effort, rallied to 
the task before them all the available 
non-union mén and women who could 
handle the stick and who had come to 
the rescue at the critical moment. 
The result was that all the morning, 
papers came out on the following morn- 
ing, though late and somewhat crippled. 
Tux. Times app. kor the first time 
In its history sines it became u quarto, | 
with oply four pages, but on the follow- 
ing day resumed ite normal, size and 
has since ontinued to appear without 
a break. 

Third: The strike, let it be borne in 
mind, was not because wages had been 
reduced, for they had not and have not 
been reduced, but because of the re- 
fusal of the proprietors to sign the 
odious contract. Subsequently, that 
contract was withdrawn by the prin- 
ters, but not until after the strike had 
gone into force and all the damage 
possible to inflict upon the newspapers 
had been done. The withdrawal 
was accompanied with some tri- 
fling concessions, unworthy of 
the name, and which bad not 
been asked by the proprietors; but 
it was too late—at least for TIE Times 
and the Herald —which journals un- 
equivocally refused to accept the tardy 
overtures made by the men, who had 
found themselves in the wrong and 
who felt in their own hearts that they 
could not maintain their position. 

Fourth: It is true that two of the 
parties to the compact failed to stand 
up. The publishers of the Evening 
Express and the Tribune, breaking 
away from their voluntarily-contracted 
obligations, receded from the common 
agreement and made terms with the 
strikers by restoring them to their re- 
spective establishments. This surren- 
der, however, could not be a law unto 
the proprietors of TE Times and the 
Herald, who, looking to duty, honor 
and interest, determined to maintain 
their position, under whatever stress 
of circumstances, to the end. 

Fifth: Failing to coerce Tur Times 
aud the Herald, the striking printers 
resorted to every expedient to break 
them down and prevent their issue. 
They called upon the pressmen and the 
stereotypers, who were and are in 
no way concerned in the alleged 
grievances of the compositors, to 
abandon their posts and leave their 
employers in the lurch. These work- 
men, to their credit be it said, refused 
the impudent and despotic demands 
of the compositors, and continued to 
stand true to their duty. They have 
no grievance as to wages or anything 
else, and concluded, like sensible men, 
not to be drawn into a conflict that 
does not concern them. Still later the 
strikers, by a resort to coercion and 
cajolery, succeeded in inducing the job 
printers to go out; and those employed 
by the Times-Mirror Printing and 
Binding House—a separate corporation 
—left their places yesterday, deeply re- 
gretting the supposed necessity which 
causes them to abandon their positions 
and the sure and steady pay which they 
have so long received from this es- 
tablishment. The loss of our 
job printers’ will not, however, 
seriously affect the efficiency of our 
job-printing department. New and 
competent workmen will be speedily 
suppliei to fill the vacancies, and the 
business will goon. It is not in the 
order of things—it is not reasonable or 
possible—that established lines of bus- 
iness shall be arrested and destroyed 
by reckless and vicious strikers. ‘‘The 
world do move:“ the stars have said it. 

Sixth: With unexampled folly and 
stupid mendacity, the strikers are 
feebly attempting a boycott against 


impertinent interference of others in 


surrender to their greedy demands. 
Through committees they are visiting 
advertisers and subscribers and plead- 
ing with them to withdraw their pat- 
ronage; but the game will not work: 
public sentiment is not with the strik- 
ers; the body of the people understand 
the situation, and, believing in free- 
domand fair play, will not join the 
ranks of the raiders. They resent the 


their private affairs. If they have bat- 
tles ot their own to fight, or grievatices 
of their own to be redressed, they will 
take the matter in hand themselves, 
without the unsolicited aid of a lot of 
reckless men, who have no regard for 
theit interests, but who seek only to 
use advertisers and subscribers asciubs 
to beat those newspapers which they 
themselves cannot crush. TRE 
has its hand on the public pulse and 
finds it steady. The feeling exhibited 
by our patrons towards this journal in 
the emergency has been unmistakable. 
The consideration shown for the paper 
during the past eight days, during 
which it has appeared late and par- 
tially crippled nearly every day, has 
been most marked. There have been a 
minimum of complaints and a maxi- 
mum of encouragement. Not a few 
strong and independent citizens have 
appeared at the counter, or said to ug 
upon the streets, or written to us in 
letters: Stand firm! and if you are 
not able to publish more than a thumb 
sheet for days and days,we will submit 
to the inconvenience; only stand fast 
and maintain your position, which ! 

right and just.”

Let us adduce facts 
and show figures to substantiate our 
position and make good the claim we 
have put forth that the printers em- 
ployed by TE Timers have been treated

pay-rolls was $27,887.93, being a weekly 
average of $536.30. The yearly aggre- 
gate of all the office pay-rolls was 
$56,781.75, being a weekly average of 
$1,091.95. 
From December 31st, 1889, to August 
5th, 1890, inclusive, Tae Tuns fur- 
nished to the men who went out on & 


aggregating 4,213 days, or @ fraction 
over 702 weeks (counting six days to 
the week.) 

For this service Toe Tres paid, in 
good hard coin, on the regular pay-day 
of each week (Tuesday), all accried 
labor and composition bills for the pre- 
ceding seven days, never missing or 
postponing a pay-day during the entire 
period. It is the proud boast of this 
Office that, in all ite history, the sun 
never set upon a regular pay-day with- 
out its pay roll having been met in 
full. 

The total sum paid for the labor 
above indicated (702 weeks), was 817, 
114.40, averaging $2,444.91 per month, 
or $570.40 per week. The average pay 
of each man was a little over $4.06 per 
day. 

To be more specific, we may say tha 
the earnings of compositors have run 
from eighteen to thirty-six dollars per 
week (according to industry, sobriety 
and efficiency), aad that the higher 


instances. The averages made by in- 

dividual members of the force were as

We submit that this office has not an 
unfair record in its attitude towards 
organized and skilled labor. 

And yet these men were not willing 
to abate auything from the price of 
composition, in view of the stringency 
of the times; but, on the other band, 
unreasonably demanded, with a “stand- 
and-deliver’’ air, a year’s contract in 
writing at the old rates, giving the 
proprietors only twenty-four hours in 
which to surrender the control of their 
business. The men _ deliberately 
walked out of the office, vacating the 
exceptionally good positions which they 
had held, rather than treat for aay mod- 
ification whatever, but declaring that 
the strike was because of the re- 
fusal of the proprietors to sign, and 
not because there had been any reduc- 
tion in wages. Tur Times has been 
paying the highest rate prevailing on 
the coast, even in the largest aud rich- 
est establishments, viz.. fifty cents per 
thousand ems. while the evening paper 
has been paying forty-five cents per 
thousand. 

Thus have we shown, beyond the 
possibility of refutation, that, looking 
at the equities of the case, these strik- 
ing printers have not aleg to stand 
upon. They have been paid liberally, 

romptly and regularly, and have no 
legitimate grievance. They have 
struck, not because of a reduction in 
their pay, but because of the mere sug- 
gestion that ther employers desired to 
discuss with them fairly the proper ques- 
tion of revision. They have put 
themselves in the wrong—inextricably 
in the wrong—and must suffer the con- 
sequences, 

And now that they are out of work, 
and their places will henceforth be 
filled by others equally experience}, 
equally faithful, and more deserving, 
how do they feel about it? Do they 
think they have made a good move— 
a profitable investment?

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 13.—[By the As- 
sociuted Press.] When the platform 
had been adopted, the chairman an- 
nounced that nominations for Governor 
were in order. The first to step 
upon the platform was Judge Fitzger- 
ald, of Los Angeles. He was greeted 
with great enthusiasm by the adher- 
ents of Col. Markham. 
Markham’s name escaped the speak- 
er’s lips the enthusiasm broke out 
again. 

MARKHAM NOMINATED. 

Judge Fitzgerald spoke of Col. Mark- 

am’s career as a soldier and fidelity 
to the cause of the Union. Thespeaker 
er also declared that through Mark- 
ham’s efforts Los Angeles was changed 
in a few years from a strong Demo- 
cratic county to a strong Republican 
county. He said that sixty-three Los 
Angeles delegates were here to vote 
for Col. Markham, and they would not 
be here in their present capacity if 
certain charges which had been made 
against Col. Markbam were true. The 
speaker declared forcibly that Col. 
Markham was not the candidate of 
Southern California but of the whole 
State, and that his boundary lines of 
California were Oregon on the north 
and Lower California on the soutb. 
Judge Fitzgerald closed by predicting 
that Markham’s nomination would re- 
sult in a great victory for the Republi- 
can party. 

MORROW PRESENTD. 

Judge Walling, of Nevada county, 
then took the platform to nominate 
Hon. W. W. Morrow. The mention of 
Morrow’s name brought great applause 
from that side of the chamber on 
which his supporters were located. The 
speaker dwelt at length upon Morrow’s 
record since he entered public life in 
California, and the great political 
strength which bis candidacy for office 
had always developed. He declared 
that Morrow was now on guard“ at 
Washington, looking after the inter- 
ests of California. His private char- 
acter was above suspicion and his past 
record was something of which any 
Republican might be proud. He be- 
lieved that Morrow’s nomination could 
not but result in victory.

Gen. N. P. Chipman was next placed

Markham’s nomination was also sec- 
onded by George A. Knight, of San 
Francisco. He acknowledged his fealty 
to the city of San Francisco, but he ad- 
mired the other portions of the State 
also; and he believed it the duty of Re- 
publicans of N e California to be 
magnanimous. 0 those 
Republicans who had received special 
favors from the present Federal Admin- 
istration that it was their duty to give 
the Governorship to those who had not 
been so fortunate. This declaration 
was greeted with great applause.

Consul-General here furnishes the fol- 
lowing account of the treaty between 
Guatemala, Costa Rica, Nicaragua and 
Honduras: 
cidifticle 1— The high contracting 
parties. bind themselves to recogoize 
the legal regime in Salvador as soon as 
that regime has been restored in con- 
formity with the constitution existing 
there before the events which took 
places on the 22d of June of this year. 
Article 2—They also stipulate that a 


‘disarmament of the armies of Gaute- 


mala, Honduras and Salvador is to take 
place as soon as the de facto goyern- 
ment of Ezeta has ceased to exist and 
aconstitutional government shall be 
re-established; said armies to be re. 
duced to a peace footing. 

Article 3—The separation of Ezeta 
from power in Salvador being indis- 
pénsable for the restoration of consti- 
tutional order, the high contracting 
parties agree in demanding such sepa- 
ration, guaranteeing him his life and 
property and freedom to leave the 
country. 

Article 4. If for the complete 
pacification of Salvador and at the re- 
quest of a legitimate Government 
which will be recognized as stipulated. 
It should be necessary*that the con- 
tracting republics should offer assis- 
tance, they willdosoin manner and 
form convenient, always subject tothe 
present stipulations, the diplomatic 
body residing in Guatemala guarantee- 
ing compliance therewith. 

Article 5—The high contracting par- 
ties themselves guarantee as a conse- 
quence of the re-establishment of con- 
stitutional order in Salvador that am- 
ple and unconditional amnesty shall be 
decreed to all who have taken part in 
revolutionary events in any manner. 

Article 6—It is agreed that, once 

ace is restored, the governments 

erein represented will continue their 
peaceful offices relative to a continual 
American union in accordance with 
the agreement entered into at San Sal- 
vador on the 15th of October, 1889. 

Article 7.—These stipulations shall 
be submitted to the consideration of 
the government of Honduras for its 
acceptance if it deems it convenient. 

Signed in good faithin the city of 
Guatemala on the 19th of July, 1890. 

An official telegram has been re- 
ceived from the Minister of Foreign 
Aff irs of Honduras saying that his 
government accepts in all its parts the 
foregoing agreement.

Fresh Strikes on Railways in 
the Kast, 


Powderly Says Brotherhood Firemen 
Will Go Out. 


Knights of Labor Making Every] 
Effort to Spread the Strike From 
the Central to Other 
Lines. 


Telegraph to The Times. 
2 N. V., Aug. 13.—[By the 
Associated Press. j The Delaware and 
Hudson switchmen have gone out and 
the road is tied up. One hundred and 
fifty Michigan Central men were sent 
to West Albany at 11 o’clock to move 
freight for the New York Central. The 
railroad men say they do not know the 
cause. The report that brakemen have 
also gone out is pronounced untrue. 
One of the company’s officers says the 
number of strikers will not exceed 250. 

The men claim they detected the 
Delaware and Hudson officials en- 
deavoring to move New York Central 
freight in violation of the promise 
made tothe district assembly. They 
gay the strike will extend the whole 
length of the road before night. Pas- 
senger trains are all running and the 
strikers say they will not disturb them. 
The Knights claimthat the action of 
the Central people in bringing ona large 
number of switchmen from the Michi- 
gan Central yards at Chicago will at 
once extend the strike to the western 
lines of the Vanderbilt system. 

At noon the Delaware and Hudson 
Canal Company's freight and yardmen 
except the ongineers and firemen quit 
work as though a signal had been given 
on that road. It is said the Boston and 
Albany and Fitebburg freight depart- 
ments will strike before night. Trouble 
is feared here now. 

General Manager Young, of the Del- 
aware und Hudson railway, said the

Aug. 183.—The Executive 
Board of Knights of Labor 3 
bere in secret session at 2 o' clock 
afternoon and at 11 p. m. are still in 
conference. General Master Work- 
man Powderly was interviewed tonight 
onthe New York Central strike. He 
said the going out of Brotherhood lo- 
comotive firemen as announced in to- 
aay’s 4 atches was scarcely a sur- 

rise, e had every reason to be- 

ieve ‘that such would be the result be- 

fore leaving the East. The action of 
the firemen was purely voluntary. It 
was just as much theirfight as it was 
that of the Knights of Labor. 

“Will you say something regarding 
the responsibility for this extensive 
railway strike and the consequent in- 
convenience to the general public?“ 

Where men are dismissed and 
thrown out of employment in lumps 
which aggregate from 50 to 60 as was 
the case with the New York Central 
and West Shore lines, it is pretty con- 
clusive evidence that there must 
be something radically wrong with 
the management, They bore this 
very unjust and undesirable 
condition of affairs until it 
became evident that it would be better 
to be knocked down altogether than to 
be dropped in detail, The railroad 
people brought onſthe trouble.“ 

As to whether Depew went to Europe 
to avoid participation in the impending 
difficulties, Powderly said that Depew 
Was very ‘diplomatic; that wholesale 
discharges were made in April and that 
Depew may have leit the country to 
avoid going on record in connection 
with the trouble. 

_ CENTRAL STRIKERS ENCOURAGED. 

New York, Aug. 13.—No blockade 
existsanywhere in New York in the 
big yards, and cars are standing on the 
9 8 side tracks ready to be coupled 

for outgoing trains, which are 
handled by train dispatchers without 
any delay and but very little inconven- 
ience. 


Meetings were heid this afternoon 
by thre local assemblies. ‘They 
claimed lhat everything was in their 
favor and very little switching was bet 
ing done. The rumor that the Wes- 
Shorer ailroad is tied up on account 
of the engineers going out has been 
found fulse. At the Grand Central 

depot all the engineers are at work. 
No 2 of engineers is liable to hap- 
pen on either road. 

The strikers took heart toduf when 
they heard of the strike on the Dela- 
ware and Hudson Canal Company’s 
lines, and were jubilant. 

KNIGHTS GIVE IT UP. 


General Superintendent Voorhees 


this evening said he had received a re- 


port in the afternoon that indicated an 
unconditional surrender on the part of 
the Knights of Labor on the Hariem 
division. He had received a mes- 
sage last evening informing him 
thut a committee had 
‘ waited on Superintendent Worcester 
and informed bim that local 
assembly No. 1705, located at Dover 
Plains, had surrendered their charter. 
This was confirmeds by a message ad- 
dressed to E. J. Lee and signed by N. 
L. Fenn. The strikers made no condi- 
tions. They say they ure ready for 
any disposition the company may see 
fit to make of them. They are ready 
to go to work at once. Voorhees re- 
plied to Worcester directing him to 
employ four conductors and twelve 
bra men, the balance to report at the 
Grand Central depot.
